Eastern Correspondence. 


Hanrrvorp, Conn., July 11, 1870. 
Errors or THe Paciric:—The recent 
opening, on the 30th ult., of the State 

Industrial School for girls, has brought 
together a large number of those who 
are specially interested in reformatory 
institutions. Men from various differ- 
ent States have been learning of each 
other in regard to the work of the pre- 
yention of crime. One of the best ad- 
dresses was made by Rev. George I. 
Mingins, who is now Superintendent of 
the New York City Mission. The peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast will remember 
him as a very earnest and interesting 
speaker in the cause of the Christian 
Commission, a few years ago. 

It is not the intention of this institu- 
tion to be a place for foundlings, as 
they can be provided for at our orphan 
asylums, of which the State has two, 
containing about two hundred and sev- 
enty children; neither is it to be’ for 
those who are far gone in crime, as 
they may have a home in New Haven, 
where thirty-seven are now provided 
for; but it is for those girls between the 
ages of eight and fifteen, who are 
thrown out into the street, and will 
goon become criminal, Neither is it 
to be a prison for them, but a homeand 
aschool, where they may learn habits 
of industry, be trained intellectually 
and morally, so that they may go into 
families, and fill a useful position. 
The want was felt to be so great that 
the first children were received in Jan- 
uary with such accommodations as could: 
be provided, and there are now twenty- 
four in it. There are two buildings 
nearly completed, to be used as homes, 
which will hold thirty or forty each, 
and they will probably both be filled in 
ix months. 

A few years ago the State of Illinois 
thought to appropriate one million of 
dollars for a penitentiary. Said one of 
the members of the Legislature, ‘‘ Give 
me a tenth part of it, and I will do 
more for the good of society by train- 
ing the outcast children, and thus pre- 
venting crime, than you can with the 
whole by imprisoning persons, after the 
crime has been committed.” And they 
did think best to give eighty thousand 
dollars for a State Reform School. 
Acting on this principle, that ‘‘ an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 


sand dollars out of the ninety thousand 
for theschool. This has been its policy 
in regard to her public institutions, not 
to give the whole, but to assist in what 
the people are willing to take hold of. 
For those children which it sends to 
the school, it will pay $3 a week, the 
same it would cost were they sent to 
jail, but we may expect a far different 
result from it. A similar institution for 
boys is the 
STATE REFORM SCHOOL, 

at Meriden, now completing its six- 
teenth year. The school numbers two 
hundred and sixty-seven. The whole 
number received has been fifteen hun- 
dred and fifteen, between the ages of 
ten and sixteen. Of these more than 
two-thirds have been sent there for 
theft, eleven hundred were profane, and 
all but one hundred and forty-seven 
were untruthful. A significant fact is 
that five hundred and twenty-three had 
been regular at church and Sabbath 
school, and .only two hundred and 
eighty-one had never: been connected 
with any Sabbath school. Is there not 
something at fault somewhere ? 
The boys are required to be in school 
four and a half hours; and to labor six 
and a half hours each day. There isa 
farm of one hundred and sixty acres, 
which cleared last year more than 
$1,500, and in the chair-shop they re- 
ceived for the work of the boys $8,600 
The boys are a hard-looking set, rather 
worse than the girls at Middletown, but 
a fair proportion of thémiturn out well, 
and one of the neighboring farmers re- 
marked that he would rather go there 
fora boy to help him than anywhere 
else. These schools ate not under any 
Sectarian influence, but they are-Chris- 
ian.

The visit 
of President Hopkins was the occasion 
of a very pleasant assemblage of the 
residént “alunini “of this ‘institution at 
the™*private difing-rooms Martin’s 
‘Restaurant; inthis ‘city, on Monday 
_ evening. Judge Temple of the Supreme 
Court, of this State, presided at the 
table, with Dr.. Hopkins on his right 
and Dr. Gale on his left as distinguished 
_ guests. Dr. Scudder asked the Divine 
_ blessing. After the dinner Judge Tem- 
ple in brief and well-timed remarks 
gave the key-note to the mutual inter- 
change of congratulations. Pleasant 
allusions were made to the presence of 
the revered President of Williams Col- 
lege, and the joy which it gave the 
alumni and other friends to meet him 
on this coast. 

President Hopkins responded, ex- 
pressing his delight at meeting so many 
of the alumni. of Williams College here. 
He came purposely unannounced, and 
this meeting was a grateful surprise to 
him. He had long desired to see the 
Pacific Ocean, and ‘this new and won- 
derful commonwealth, of which he had 
heard.so much. He gaye a brief 
account of the past and present condi- 
tion of Williams College, from which it 
appeared that the institution was never 
in a more effective working condition 
than now. Whatever changes might

Sir Francis Crossley, a “rede English 
carpet manufacturer, and well known 
Dissenter, has recently made donations 
to the London Missionary Society and 
other benevolent ‘institutions to the 
amount of £40,000, or $200,000, and 
he requires the societies receiving them 
to retain them as at present invested, 
unless paid off by the U. S. Govern- 
ment. In his letter to. the London 
Missionary Society. conveying the gift 
of $100,000 in U.S. bonds, he says: 

‘‘They are given to the Society on 
the-condition that they be retained and 


not sold: should, however, the United 


States Government pay them off at par, 
reinvestments are to be made, either on| 
other bonds 6f the United!

In addition to the donations above 
mentioned, he has given $50,000 to the 
Pastor's, Relieving Hund,$50,000 to 
the widows of Congregational ministers, 
$50,000 toward an Infirmary, and $50,- 
000 for a Loan Fund for the poor of 
Halifax. The same gentleman has also 
given a park, costing a large sum, to his

People have neither 
the time nor thei inclination to speculate 
largely about its bearing on the politi- 
eal fortunes of Europe. The adoption 
‘of ‘this was ‘procured chiefly 
through the influence of the. Jesuits.

proclamation. | Every doubting believer 
in the Roman Catholic, Church is ac- 
cursed; while the outside skeptic is con- 
signed to the same fate.

IX, Innocent IV, and Alexander IV, 

affirmed that it was right to condemn 
those who had professed anti-Catholic 
opinions—eyen though they afterward 
recanted and became Catholics—to im- 
prisonment; while those who did not 
‘recant were to share the horrors of the 
Inquisition. The judgment of these, 

according to our understanding, is now 
‘declared infallible. All Catholics must 
believe these dogmasi: 
“be “not, only “just, but 
Christian, to put those of another than 
the Gatholic’ faith to both as 

a punishment and to extort the names 
Of ‘others ‘Who ‘Were’ guilty of the like 
heresy. This judgment is now de- 
clared to be infallible, and all orthodox 
Gatholics. are bound to believe it.

Our Young Folks, for July bas sey- 
eral prize essays for boys and girls; one 
on boys, from Alfred D. Churchill, 
aged 15. This essay is as follows: 

In choosing Boys to write upon, I 
feel that I have an unpopular subject; 
but as I am a boy myself, it is one that 
I have some interest in. In the first 
place, 1 do not think boys ever have 
justice done them; they are never so 
pretty as girls, consequently they are 
not wanted in the parlor; they are not 
considered as bright at school, and I 
will admit that girls are generally ahead 
in spelling, writing, grammar and com- 
position, especially in writing stories 
and articles for Our Young Folks, but in 
arithmetic, both mental and written, 
and history, especially of wars and con- 

uests, the boys are far ahead. Boys 

m thirteen to seventeen are much 
more bashful and diffident than gir)s of 
the same age; the girls begin to wear 
long dresses and waterfalls, and then 
they think and speak so much quicker 
than boys, that boys knowing just as 
much, and often more, make a poor 
show beside them. 

Girls can thump on a piano all day 
without annoyance to anyone; but let a 
boy drum a little on the table, and he 
is requested to go out doors; if he

The European warj news which has reached this coast 


during the past week has occasioned considerable depres | at $4 


sion in commercial circles, unsettling values for the nonce, 
creating quite alull in many departments of trade, and 
rendering quotations of leading staples more or less nom- 
inal. Our Wheat staple is higher, causing some speculation 
in Flour. Ship-owners are also demanding enhanced rates 
for their vessels, with a fair prospect of obtaining remun- 
erating figures ere long, though at this writing English 
orders for Breadstuff cannot be executed at anything like 
the rates now being demanded. Telegraphic advices from 
Washington announce the final passage of the Tariff Act, 
but the full text of the bill is not yet forthcoming: suffi- 


cient, however, is known to those most deeply interested, 
to warrant a few operations; but the announcement that 


the law is inoperative before the lst of January, 1871, gives 
abundant time and opportanity for all to participate in its 
benefits. The execution of a French Government order 
for 2,000 tons Coal, for the fleet at Tahiti, is noteworthy— 
the fine American ship Ellen Munroe being chartered for 
the purpose at full rates. 

Steamer Continental sailed on the 20th inst., for Mexico, 
carrying 1,422 flasks Quicksilver, 223 bbls Flour, 219 sacks 
Coffee, together with a large quantity of assorted mer-
